GIANT SUMMER STRAIGHTNECK SQUASH 


We have, indeed, an outstanding strain of this fine squash. 


There is no particular advantage to large size Sum- 
mer Squash. All are used when immature, some just a day or 
two after being set on. On account of ease in packing and 
less breakage, the Straightnecks have some advantages. 


Edible in 50 days. Size 1 8x4. 
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EARLY GOLDEN CROOKNECK SQUASH 


Our strain is the genuine dwarf one, with unusual uni- 
| formity and with exactly the right color. This strain is diffi- 
| cult to improve upon. 
| Early Golden Crookneck with us is the largest selling 
summer squash and rightly so. Its rich color, earliness and 
uniformity make it likely the most efficient and desirable of 
any summer squash. Edible in 50 days. Size | 2x3. 








¢ GREEN BUSH COCOZELLE SQUASH 


Our criticism of this splendid squash is that it is too 
large at maturity, but apparently the trade wants the long 
strain. While it is mostly a solid dark green color at the 
edible stage, yet at maturity it is alternately striped green 

_ and gold—very handsome. It is generally used in a day or 
two atter setting on. Some call it Summer asparagus. Our 
strain often has fruits 18 inches in length. Edible in 55 days. 
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GRAY ZUCCHINI SQUASH 

This variety will actually produce more fruit per plant 
than any other squash, in our opinion. It is amazing to note 
the number on each plant. With a delicate green color at 
the edible stage, it is the writer's favorite Zucchini or Veg- 
etable Marrow. It has lost out, however, to a great extent 
to Black Zucchini; but we still believe Gray Zucchini is earlier 
and more prolific, and indeed more attractive in appear- 


ance. Edible in 45 days. Size 10x3!/. 





GOLDEN TABLE QUEEN SQUASH 
An attractive squash, deep orange in color with semi- 
bush plants, therefore it can be planted same as bush squash. 
It is uniform and prolitic—our only criticism is that the flesh 
is somewhat thin, but the quality is equal to the green 
strain. Edible in 75 days. Size 5x4. 
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BENNING'S GREEN TINT SCALLOP SQUASH 


When small, the fruits are a delicate shade of green. 
Benning is now in demand in almost all sections. Extremely 
early, prolitic and uniform, ours is a re-selected strain bred 
for absolute uniformity in color and size. Edible in 50 days.

' BLACK ZUCCHINI SQUASH 


This type is rapidly displacing Cocozelle, Gray Zucchini, 
etc. Ours is, we believe, the best on the market. The fruits 
are intensely black, uniform and early. They are used only 
when quite small, and it is claimed by some that Black Zuc- 
chini has a better flavor than the other strains. Edible in 50 
days.

CONNECTICUT STRAIGHTNECK SQUASH
